The  following  new  article  (2a)  is  to  be  inserted  between  articles 
2  and  3  of  Section  V  of  decree  Ho.  9760-A-Z.,  of  November  3,  1925,  as 
amended  (p.  8,  B.E.P.Q. — 429)  :

decree,  the  importation  into  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  of  the  above- 
named  seeds  and  the  packing  material  in  which  they  were  shipped  is  not 
permitted  until  they  have  been  disinfected  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  II  and  III.  (Sections  II  and  III  authorize  the 
designation  0f  inspectors  of  plants  and  of  fresh  fruits,  respectively, 
at  authorized  ports  of  entry.) 
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The  provision  in  the  first  paragraph  of   this   article   does 
not    apply  with  respect   to   shipments   of    seeds   of   the  plants  named 
in  that  paragraph,    except   cotton,    if   the  declaration  is  made   in   the 
phvto sanitary  certificate   issued,   oy  the  phytopathological   service 
at   Wageningen,    that   the   seeds  have  "been  disinfected  in  a  disinfec- 
tion plant  operating  -under  the    supervision   of    the   service. 
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
